When a sincere person reads in the Bible, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved,” he may ask 


himself: 


“‘Why do I need to be saved?” | 
Jesus, the Son of God, gave Himself to horrible death on 
the cross to save every repentant sinner from “this present 


evil world.” 


God’s Word clearly explains 
that it is necessary for every un- 
converted person to change his 
situation because “he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him” (John 3:36). The 
terrible sword of the wrath of 
God hangs over this world of 
unbelievers and it is necessary to 
get on firmer ground to be safe. 


During 1949 many shacks and 
small houses were built in a va- 
cant area near the electric rail- 
way- line which connects various 
suburbs with Buenos Aires. The 
settlement which mushroomed in- 
to being stood on land owned by 
the state. Later, when the land 
was needed for the opening of 
a new highway, 
announced a date by which all 
constructions would have to be 
removed. Many inhabitants of the 
place took heed to the warning 
and moved their houses away, 
but others stayed on, thinking 
perhaps the authorities would be 
lenient and give them additional 
time or decide to leave them in 
permanent possession. 


The day of the deadline arrived. 
The government had announced 


_that the land should be left un- 


occupied. That morning, I took 
the train for Buenos Aires. Soon 
I noticed smoke ahead. When the 
train drew abreast of the settle- 
ment, we beheld an impressive 
sight. Mounted policemen were 
moving from one to another of 
the remaining shanties setting 
fire to each one, while people 
ran frantically about seeking to 
save their valuables, like ants 
when an ant hill is broken. 

I will not consider here the 
justice or injustice of that ac- 
tion. But one fact is clear: the 
authorities had declared that the 
area would be cleared of every 
house by a certain date, and 
they fulfilled their word! 


If men fulfill their word, you 
think God will do less? Let no one 
deceive himself by underestimat- 
ing God’s solemn word: “He that 
believeth not the Son shall not 
see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” 

To be saved is all-important!

collectively or individually, it will find the sinner out. 


I. By the Exposure of the Sin- 
ner So That He Will Be Rec- 
ognized in His Character as a 
Sinner, Whenever Brought in 
Contact With Understanding 
Beings 

The truth of this proposition is 

evident from the fact that sin con- 


tains the principles of its own de-| 


velopment and _ manifestation. 


Whatever exists in man’s moral | 


or intellectual nature -naturally 
develops and manifests itself in 
the life. It will work out in the 
life a result corresponding with it 
in character with the certainty olf 
eause and effect. Sin exists in 
both the intellectual and moral 
nature; its principle unbelief, in 
the intellect; its essence enmity 
to God, in the moral nature. And 
whatever be the philosophic re- 
lation of the principle and essence 
of sin to each other, they are both 
simultaneous and: active causes 
with relation to the life. If unbe- 
lief, the antipode of evangelical

Multitudes

What magnetism belonged to Jesus! 

“And there followed him great multitudes of people from 
Galilee, and from Decapolis, and from Jerusalem, and from 
Judaea, and from beyond Jordan” (Matt. 4:25). If we would 


be like Jesus in His service we will go after multitudes for 
Him! Mass evangelism! These multitudes came to Him near 


the start of His ministry. He 


preached unto them. See Mat- 


thew, chapters 5, 6 and 7, They were interested in Him and 
in what He said and followed Him after the sermon. “When 
he was come down from the mountain, great multitudes fol-’ 


lowed him” (Matt. 8:1). 


We may be helped in our ministries as we ponder the 


question, why the multitudes? 


First, Jesus was working with- 
in the will of the Father as it 
is written, “Lo, I-come...to do 
thy will, O God” (Heb. 10:7,9). 
Because He, walked and worked 
within that will He taught others 
to pray, “Thy will be done in 
earth, aS...in heaven’ (Matt. 
6:10). That will was His meat, 
John 4:34. Jesus declared, “I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of 
the Father which hath sent me,” 
and, “For I came down from 
heaven, not to do mine own will, 
but the will of him that sent 
me” (John 5:30; John 6:38). How 
obsessed with the will of God was 
Jesus. 

The lesson for us is obvious, 
and more than a lesson—it is 
a testing, an examination for us. 
Do we pass? 

Jesus puts evangelism, soul 
winning, right at the heart of 


the will of God. “This is the work 


of God, that ye:believe on him 


whom he hath sent” (John 6:29)./ 


“This is the will of him that sent 
me, that every one which seeth 


the Son, and believeth on him,} 


may have everlasting life: and I 
will raise him up at the last day” 
(John 6:40). The duty is inescap- 


able for one who would follow 
the will of God in his own life 
(Matt. 4:19; Acts 1:8; John 17:18). 
We must make Jesus known to 
men for it is God’s will that none

faith, be in the mind, and enmity 
to God be in the heart, this com- 
poses man’s nature as a whole, 
and a man’s life will correspond 
to a greater or lesser degree with 
his nature. 


True, men have not always ac- 
complished all their natures 
prompted them to do; but this 
does not affect the truth of the 
doctrine that the character of 
men’s natures manifests itself in 
their lives, but may be attributed 
to the restraining power of God’s 
grace, to the hand of His power 
in the administration of His gov- 
ernment, to the authority of law, 
both divine and human, made ter- 
rible by a penalty, the influence 
of public sentiment, and the dif- 
ficulties involved in the execution 
of many things. But this restrain- 
ing power has never been so great 
but what men, if they act at all, 
though they may not act in a de- 
gree equal to their intellectual 
and moral obliquities, yet always 
act in harmony with their na- 
tures, and not contrary to them. 
This they do from necessity. 


Universal experience attests the 
truth of this position and all men 
act upon the assumption that it is 
so, for character is always judged 
by the conduct. Christ recognized 
the truth of this doctrine when 
He taught that a tree was known 
by. its fruit. Sin in the nature 
leads to bad conduct; falsehood, 
slander, theft, blasphemy, fornica- 
tion, adultery, idolatry, murder, 
drunkenness, and a host of other 
kindred evils, bantlings of dark- 
ness nursed upon the knees of sin 
of various degrees of criminality, 
which like a cloud of devouring 
locusts upon the wing of the jhhur- 
ricane have descended into the 
garden of God, and devoured ail 
its beauty. If the lives of men can 
be seen and recognized as good or 
evil, and sin in the mind always 
issues in the life, then sin, how- 
ever men may try to conceal it, 
will expose the sinner, and expos- 
ing him will find him out.

ture to progress to ampler, more 
palpable, and criminal develop- 
ments. I will present you several 
illustrative amplifications of this 
thesis. 1. Sin is the most insidious 
and subtle thing in the world. It 
insinuates itself so gradually and 
slowly into the habits and princi- 
ples of men, that they know not 
its progress and strength till the 
nature is so corrupted as to be 
capable of the darkest crimes. 2, 
The elements and acts of. sin, 
however small, diminish in pro- 
portion to their criminality from 
everything that is good in the na- 
ture, and in the same ratio give 
and increase the predisposition of 
the nature to wrong, and capaci- 
tate it for more flagrant acts— 
and on acceleratively. 3. The ele- 
ments and acts of sin, however 
small, deaden and harden the 
moral sensibilities, therefore les- 
sen the power of moral resistance 
to wrong, and sins increase in 
number and magnitude, the power 
resistance growing 
weaker in the same ratio, till the 
man is prepared to commit crimes 
of the greatest turpitude, and 
with the greatest facility. 4. The 
nature of sin is such, and the 
nature of the fallen man is such, 
ihat in the same proportion men 
sin, their love for sin increases, 
therefore the inevitable tendency 
of the nature of sin to progress 
to ampler, more palpable, and 
criminal developments. 5. The ele- 
ments and acts of sin are like the 
simple pustule which becomes an

ulcer, increasing in accelerated 
virulence and purulency, till it 
eats up and destroys the whole 
system, and the man is a putrid, 
loathsome carcass of death. The 
disease in the form of a pustule 
may be hidden, but if its tendency 
is to assume the form of an ulcer, 
concealment becomes impossible. 
The sinner may successfully suc- 
ceed in hiding sin in its incipient 
Stages, but if its tendency is to 
a chronic ulceration terminating 
in a moral gangrene, its disclo- 
sure is a certainty. 6. Sin will 
progress to ampler and criminal 
developments. 

Take Hazael, King of Syria, for 
an illustration. Before Hazael be- 
came king, Elisha said to him, “I 
Know the evil that thou wilt do 
unto the children of Israel: their 
strongholds wilt thou set on fire, 
and their young men wilt thou 
slay with the sword, and wilt 
dash their children, and rip up 
their women with child.” Hazael 
said, “Is thy servant a dog, that 
he should do this great thing?” 
Yet he was led by the insidious, 
subtle, and progressive nature of 
sin to commit the _ barbarities 
which the prophet predicted, and 


which he viewed at the time of: 


the prediction with the greatest 
horror. Peter was in earnest when 
he said to Christ, “Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both into 
prison, and to death.” But notice 
the progressive nature of sin: He 
is seen following Christ afar off, 
he is found in bad company, he is 
heard blaspheming and denying 
his Lord. Now, if this is the na- 
ture of sin, it will expose the sin- 
ner, and exposing the sinner will 
find him out. 

Sin will find the sinner out by 


exposing him to the public cog- 
nizance by its transforming power. 
Have you not seen an aspiring 
and proniising intellect wrecked. 
in mid-life by sin and dissipation: 
the judgment impaired, the mem- 
cry weakened, the imagination 
corrupted and its fire burning on- 
ly with a fitful and unhealthy 
glare—the intellect transformed 
into an imbecile monstrosity, visi- 
ble in the entire life of the per- 
son? Have you not seen modesty 
transformed by some infernal al- 
chemy into effrontery, love- into 
hatred, philanthropy into misan- 
thropy? benevolence into churlish- 
ness, meekness into anger, con- 
fidence into distrust, faith into 
infidelity, hope into despair, a 
delicate and correct appreciation 
of the true, the beautiful and the 
good, into an utter dumbness and 
obtuseness of every ennobling 
sensibility; the entire moral and 
‘social nature changed into a 
transformation at once abnormal, 
bestial and fiendish—a _ transfor- 
mation seen in every relation in 
life, and which sin could only pro- 
duce, and too patent for conceal- 
ment. Have you not seen the pol- 
ished decorum of the gentleman 
changed into the boorish vulgar- 
ism of the barbarian, the courtesy 
and suavity of a lady changed in- 
to the discourtesy and captious- 
ness of a crabbed shrew; both 
changes wrought by sin, and too 
perceptible for denial. Sin will ex- 
pose the sinner by transforming 
the mind, soul, and character. 


But sin will expose the sinner 
by transforming the body also.

Protest Appointment of

Ambassador 
to the Roman Catholic Church 
and to the pope at Rome. We be- 
lieve this contrary to American 
tradition and dangerous to Amer- 
ican life. We believe it is a po- 
litical move to enlist Catholics 
back of the corrupt Truman ad- 
ministration, especially in the big 
city machines such as have held 
the balance of pawer in the Tru- 
man administration.

Just recently I read in the 
paper where an outstanding 
leader of one of the largest 
denominations in America said 
that his denomination needed 
seven hundred new preachers 
a year. He stggested that 
something would have to be 
done to get these preachers, 
and he outlined three things 
that were necessary from his 
standpoint. First, he said that 
it is necessary to increase the 
salaries of the clergy to keep 
pace with the rising cost of 
living. This, boiled down, means 
that you have got to buy 
preachers. An _ attractive fi- 
nancial proposition’ must be 
made if the ranks are ‘to be 
kept filled. Second, he said that 
a stronger effort by parents 
and other church people must 
be made to recruit more men 
for the ministry. This, boiled 
down, simply says, “You church 
folks, get out and tell these 
young fellows that they will be 
well paid and well taken care 
of if they will decide to be 
pastors of churches.” What an 
appeal to give to young people 
who are entering the ministry. 
Third, he said that more fi- 
nancial support of theological 
and other church-related 
schools must be given. This 
means that bricks and mortar 
and academic standards are 
necessary to get preachers. 

It occurred to me when I 
read this report which was 
carried by the press through- 
out the country that we have 
reached a low level in our 
day. We tell our approximately 
twelve hundred ministerial stu- 
dents which we matriculate in 
Bob Jones University that if 
they are not willing to starve 
to preach. they are not fit to 
preach. This does not mean 
that we believe that preachers 
should not be taken care of. 
God, according to Paul, has 
ordained that those who preach 
the Gosnel should live by the 
Gospvel. But a man who will 
Stay out of the ministrv he- 
cause he is not well paid and 
taken care of isn’t fit to be in 
the ministrv.

I felt like Paul, “Woe 
unto me if I preach not the 
Gospel.”

If A Saved Soul Loses Salvation 


By Evangelist John R. Rice 


In last week’s article we 


showed that, if a born-again 


child of God loses salvation, then the following absurdities 
would be true: (1) Salvation would be of works and not of 
grace, which is obviously false; (2) the doctrine of the blood 
atonement and substitutionary death of Christ would be 


untrue, which is absurd; 


(3) then saved persons are not 


justified, as the Bible teaches, another obvious absurdity; 


(4) then Christ’s high-priestly intercessory prayers are| é 


of no avail if a born-again child of God loses salvation. 
Now I want to give you four more absurdities if a born- 


again soul ever loses salvation. 


V. If a Saved Person Can Be- 
Come Lost Then God’s Own 
Child Would Be in Hell 


The Bible doctrine of salvation 
as a new birth is very definite 
and clear. Jesus said to Nicode- 
mus, “Except a man _ be. born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God,” and, “Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God,” and again, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be 
born again” (John 3:3,5,7). No 
one can ever be saved, said Jesus, 
without being born again. 


This new birth was discussed in 
John 1:12, 13 as follows: 


“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name: Which 
were born, not of blood, nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God.” 

Everyone who believes in Christ, 
trusts in Him for forgiveness, 
then receives the power and au- 
thority to become a son of God, 
a child of God, and such a one 
s “born, not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God,” we are told. 

What does it mean to be born 
again, born of God? It means 
that the Holy Spirit of God act- 
ually comes into the body of one 
who trusts Christ and works a 
change, regenerates him, gives 
him a new heart, and makes him 
literally a new creature. He has 
still the old body, and the temp- 
tations that go with the old car- 
nal nature, but he also has then 
a new nature, the nature of God. 

The change in the heart is made 
by the double work of the Holy 
Spirit and of the Word of God, 


so that John 3:5 says, “born of 
water and of the Spirit. ” First 
Peter 1:23 says, “Being born 


again, not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth 
forever.” The Scripture in Ephe- 
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Sians 5:26 says that the church, 
the bride of Christ, including all 
the saved, was bought by the 
Saviour, “that he might sanctify 
and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the word.” Titus 3:5 
says that. we are saved “not by 
works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the wash- 
ing of regeneration, and renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost.” The Word 
of God leads one to repent of his 
Sins, that is, to turn his heart 
from them. This is evidently the 
washing by the Word of God. Then 
the Holy Spirit, who has convict- 
ed the sinner, makes him alive 
to God, puts new life in him, puts 
God’s nature in him. 


So a Christian has actually be- 
come a child of God. Second 
Peter 1:4 says that saved people 
are ‘“‘partakers of the divine na- 
ture.” A lost man has only one 
nature and is a child of wrath. 
A saved person has the old 
Adamic nature inherited from 
Adam, but he also has a new na- 
ture, the divine nature. God lives 
in him. He is born of God. This 
seed of God is in every Christian, 
or I John 3:9 says, “Whosoever 
is born of God doth not commit 
sin; for his seed remaineth in him: 
and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God.” 


Notice carefully that it is only 
that new person, that new nature 
given of God, that does not sin. 
Christian people sin. “If we say 
that we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not in 
us,” says I John 1:8. But it is not 
the new man, not that new na- 
ture, that sinned. It is the Adamic 
nature, the old nature, which we 
Will have perfectly regenerated 
when we have our bodies resur- 
rected or changed for HeavVen. 


But the important point is that 
God’s seed remains in every one 
who is born of God. He literally 
is a partaker of the divine na- 
ture, 

Now if that born-again person 
goes to Hell, God’s nature goes 
to Hell in him, and then we would 
have people really born of God, 
still God’s children, still with God’s 
nature, in Hell! How absurd and 
impossible that is! But if a born- 
again child of God can lose sal- 
vation and be lost forever, that 
would be what would happen: 
God’s own children, with God’s 
nature within them, God’s seed in 
them that could not sin, would be 
in Hell! 

You see that the doctrine of the 
new birth and the teaching that 
a child of God can lose salvation 
cannot be reconciled. The two 
doctrines do not fit together. One 
or the other is false. 


VI. If a Saved Person Can 

Ever Lose Salvation Then 

Many Promises of the Bible 

Do Not Mean What They Say 
or Are, Untrue 


The Bible has many promises 
so definite and clear that if they 
mean what they say, and if they 
are true, they prove a child of God 
can never lose salvation. Will you 
study some of these promises ¢care- 
fully, and answer in your own 
heart whether or not they mean 
what they say, and then whether 
or not they are true? 

1. John 5:24: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall

not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life.” 

Here we are told that one who 
hears the Word of Christ and de- 
pends or trusts in the Father, 
who sent Jesus to save sinners, 
already has everlasting life “and 
shall not come into condemnation, 
but is- passed from death unto 
life.’ Notice we are not told that 
the believer in Christ will one 
day, in Heaven, have everlasting 
life. No, he has it already! The 
promise is as clear as it can be 
that this one who has trusted in 
Christ shall never come into con- 
demnation. He is already passed 
out of death into life. How could 
that be true if one loses his §Sal- 
vation? Anyone who had trusted 
in Christ and been born again, 
then, if he should be lost and go 
to Hell, would have a right to 
look God in the face and tel] Him 
that His Word could not be trust- 
ed. Either God did not mean what 
He said or He did not keep His 
promises. 

2. John 10:27-29: 

“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me: 
And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neith- 
er shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand. My Father, which 
gave them me, is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand.” 

Those who are really Christ’s 
Sheep hear His voice. He knows 
them and they follow . Him. 
Christ’s sheep do not follow Him 
perfectly, but there is something 
in the heart of every born-again 
person that loves God and hates 
sin and wants to do right; some- 
thine that follows Jesus. Now 
about these sheep Jesus Says, 
“And I give unto them eternal] 
life.’ Christians do not buy life, 
they do not work for it, they are 
not on probation for it; Jesus 
simply, freely, gives His sheep 
eternal life! But is it life eternal 
that only lasts one year or ten 
years or ten minutes or until sin 
comes in? Certainly not! Eternal 
life lasts forever. I was:‘given a 
watch with a’ twenty-year guaran- 
tee. No guarantee is any good ex- 
cept for the future. The watch 
was already paid for. I did not 
have to pay anything or do any- 
thing further to make the guar- 
antee effective throughout the 
twenty years. The guarantee was 
good for twenty years. Likewise 
I came to God through Jesus 
Christ. Christ Himself bought me 
with His own blood and guaran- 
teed me eternal life. I accepted 
that guarantee. Christ will not 
break His promise. The guarantee 
He gave is good forever. But if 
I should go to Hell after being 
given everlasting life, then the 
term “eternal life’ would not 
mean what it is intended to mean, 
and Christ’s promise would not 
be true! God forbid it! 

“And they shall never perish” 
(verse 28). So said Jesus Christ 
Himself! No sheep of Christ’s 
shall ever perish. That is the 
same promise as in John 3:16 that 
a believer “should not perish but 
have everlasting life.” And that

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God made a thorough job of cleaning the flies out of 
Egypt. We read in Exodus 8:31, “He removed the swarms 
of flies from Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his peo- 
ple; there remained not one.” Do you believe that? Not 
one fly left in the whole land of Egypt? Egypt was a land 
of flies and still is. The flies of Egypt have ruined the eyes 
of Egypt. What terrible stories have been told us and what 
fearful pictures have been shown us of the flies around 


the eves of the babies of that 


land. Flies are on the sores of 


the poor. Flies are a scourge of the country. 


Just the ordinary number of, 


flies that we have are no end of 
trouble. A great industry has been 
built up in the manufacture of fly- 
paper, flysprays, flyswatters and 
flytraps. Thousands of dollars are 
spent yearly, and countless thou- 
sands of minutes are spent daily, 
fighting flies. There are house- 
flies and green bottleflies; there 
are horseflies and sandflies. Flies 
by any name are a miserable 
nuisance and a harmful pest. 


When God would reveal to 
Pharoah something of His power, 
He did so in the following man- 
ner: “There came aé_e grievous 
swarm of flies into the house of 
Pharoah, and into his servants’ 
houses, and into all the land of 
Egypt: the land was_— corrupted 
by reason of the swarm of flies’ 
_(Exod. 8:24). These were not 
\Just ordinary houseflies; there 
| were flies of every sort and kind 


and variety. Asaph said, “He 
sent divers sorts of flies among 
them” (Psa. 78:45). There were 
not just a few flies; there were 
millions of them. The flies were 
in the kitchen and in the closet; 
they were on the bread and in 
the milk; they filled the bed and 
the bureau; they were all over 
the dining room table, the par- 
lor, and the sitting room. They 
covered the musical instruments 
and got in the dough after it 
was kneaded. They were in the 
shoes and in the sleeves of the 
garments. They were on the walls 
and on the carpet. They filled the 
barns and the buggies and cov- 
ered the horses and the cows. The 
humming and the buzzing and 
the biting of the flies was ever 
present day and night. 

Think of the kindness of God 
in preventing a pest of this kind 
in your house. Why is it that 
God does not permit the propa- 
gation of these filthy, dirty in- 
sects to such an extent now as 
He did in Egypt. His restraining 
hand shows His grace and love. 
His kindness is revealed in His 
care for us even in such a small 
matter as the restraining of the 
fly population. 

When Pharaoh pieaded for 
mercy, Moses prayed for God’s 
delivering hand. God answered by 
giving “marching” orders or “fly- 
ing’ orders to the flies. And did 
they fly? From the sitting room 
and the bathroom; from the bed- 
room and the library; from the 
dining room and the _ kitchen; 
from the cellar and from the sink, 
away they went. They left the 
barnyard and the barn. They left 
the palace and the prison. They 
left for good. Now notice this 
wonderful statement recorded by 
the Holy Spirit and _ preserved 
through the centuries “THERE

EVERY 
fly was gone. Absolutely gone, 
gone bag and baggage. Gone for 
good. Say, my friend, did you 
ever try to make one fly go any- 
where, and did you succeed? Be- 
loved, I call this a wonderful 
miracle which only God could 
perform. Only a personal God 
could do it. Only an omniscient 
God could’ do it, for he must 
know where every fly is. Only an 
omnipotent God could do it, for 
He must be able to make every 
kind of fly obey. AND HE DID. 
How wonderful it is to have this 
God for our God! 


The fly is strangely made. It 
has a thousand eyes, or perhaps 
to be more explicit, it has a thou- 
sand facets on its two eyes. When 
you approach a fly with a swat- 
ter it really sees a thousand swat- 
ters coming after it. No wonder 
it jumps and jumps fast. A fly 
has approximately one thousand 
hollow hairs on the bottom of its 
six feet. When the fly places its 
foot down a tiny bit of glue is 
forced out of these hollow hairs 
and causes the foot to stick to the 
glass or to the ceiling or where- 
ever it is walking. It is for this 
reason that the fly can easily 
climb the windowpane or walk 
upside down on the ceiling. Who 
would have thought of such a 
thing but a very wise, and a won- 
derful, living, persona] God. 

The horsefly lays ner eggs on 
the front knees of a horse. The 
reason she does so is” because 
the eggs of a horsefly are hatched 


out in the alimentary canal of 
ithe horse. Who told this fly 
that the horse rarely licks its 


hind legs? How does this fly know . 
that the horse very frequently | 
licks its front knees? Where did | 
this fly learn how to get its eggs | 
inside the horse? The fly could 
never lay its eggs on the tongue 
of the horse. It must have been 
given wisdom and understanding 
concerning the proper place to 
lay them so the horse would 
swallow them. Has anyone start- 
ed a school for flies to teach 
them where to lay their eggs? 
Have any of our scorning infidel 
friends taught the flies this sec- 
ret? Shame on the unbeliever. 
Only a personal, living God could 
impart such information to such 
an inséct. Even if man knew how 
to do it he certainly would never 
do it, for he is not in the busi- 
ness of raising horseflies. He is 
in the business of getting rid of 


a fly’s nature and make it live 
like a fly. God alone can give 
you a Christian nature, the nature 
of the Lord Jesus, Himself, and 
make you live like Jesus. 

Why do we have flies? Why 
does God permit men to be tor- 
mented with them in the homes, 
in the office, in the barn and in 
the field? Why does God permit 
the torture which flies inflict on 
horses and cows? Why does God 
permit this pest and scourge to 
force us to spend fortunes in 
fighting it and preventing its en- 
trance? Houses must be screened. 
Barns must be sprayed. The ani- 
mals must have nets upon them. 
The baby must be covered with 
a netting. We must buy swatters. 
We must spend our valuable time 
chasing flies when we should be 
enriching our hearts. Wicked men 
are made more wicked by flies. 
They curse and swear at the little 
pest until you would think that 
the fly would fall dead either 
from fright or from the poison 
of those ungodly lips. The optician 
should be glad that there are flies. 
How many thousands of glasses 
must be replaced because in 
knocking the fly from the nose, 
the glasses were knocked to the 
floor and a new pair was neces- 
sary. Let us thank God that He 
keeps down the flies as much as 
He does.

and hung it up in his studio as a 
type of Heaven, his ideal of the 
Spiritual and good. He resolved 
that if ever he found a living con- 
trast to that sweet boy he would 
paint it also, and hang it by the 
side of the other as a type of Hell, 
his idea of the sensual and wicked. 
Many years afterwards, in a dis- 
tant country, in a prison, he saw 
the most frightful and horrid de- 
mon in human flesh he ever be- 
held..His eyes were ablaze with 
Just, and his cheeks bore the deep 
mmprints of crime. He remember- 
ed his resolution, and painted the 
hideous face, and upon his return 
hung it beside the portraiture of 
the little boy. The painter’s dream 
Was now realized, the antipodes of 
the moral universe hung upon the 
walls of his studio, side by side. 
But imagine the painter’s surprise 
when he found, upon inquiry, that 
the pictures were of the same 
person—that loathsome wretch 
was once that little boy. His pic- 
ture in innocent childhood, his 
picture in criminal manhood, are 
now hanging side by side in a 
Tuscan picture gallery. 

Man’s internal feelings imprint 
themselves upon his face, speak in 
his eyes, and sound their names 
in his voice. Joy, ecstasy, hope, 
despair, love, pity, remorse, ab- 
straction, amazement, fear, hat- 
red, rage, revenge, terror, etc., 
have their appropriate facial phe- 
nomena and to a greater or lesser 
degree, in marvellous uniformity 
write their respective names in 
the human countenance, readable 
by all men. The face, says an au- 
thor, is the playground of thought 
and feeling. Let the same system 
ef feeling be persisted in, and in 
time they will leave their hard- 
trodden track upon the lines of 
the face, that all observers may 
read. How wonderful that quali- 
ties of character can express 
themselves in fibrous and muscu- 
ar contractions and dilatations, in 
- ‘the combination and curvature of 
cuticular lines furrowing the fa- 
cial superfice. But such is the 
truth, and more—a man may 
change his character, yet his face 
like a palimpsest will often bear, 
though it may be in imperfect 
tracery, the express of his origi- 
wal character lying behind the 
‘more modern expressions of a 


tharacter reformed. Character, 


will exhibit itself in the face. The 

external man will be moulded and 

fashioned into a likeness corres- 

ponding with the internal man. 

Says an old poet: 

“For of the soul, the body form 
doth take; 

For soul is form, and doth the 
body make.” 

Sin cannot lie concealed in the 

soul—it will out. 

The first proposition advanced 
for a brief elaboration, discussion, 
and illustration, was this: sin will 
find the sinner out, by the expo- 
sure of the sinner so that he will 
be recognized in his character as 
a sinner, whenever brought in 
contact with understanding be- 
ings. The truth of this proposition 
I have established by three short 
arguments: 1. Sin contains the 
principles of its own development 
and maniiestation. 2. Sin will find 
the sinner out by the inevitable 
tendency of its nature to progress 
to ampler, more palpable, and 
criminal developments. 3. By ex- 
posing the sinner to the public 
cognizance by its. transforming 
power. 


II. Sin Will Find the Sinner 
Out By the Exposure of the 
Especial Principle and Act of 


Sin of Which the Sinner is| 


Guilty 

Often in this life. If avarice be 
iri the heart, according to princi- 
ples already discussed and illus- 
trated, the avaricious life will dis- 
close it, hence we say, “an avari- 
cious man.” If lasciviousness be 
in the heart, a debauched and sin- 
ful life will disclose it. It is so 
with pride, and other sins, all to 
a greater or lesser degree. Some 
men are not known as sinners 
only, but as guilty of certain sins. 
Not only are sinful principles of- 
ten disclosed in this life, but sin- 
ful acts. If the sins be flagrant 
offences, it seems that a disclo- 
sure sooner or later is almost 
inevitable. Hundreds of instances 
might be quoted whcre a murder- 
er wrought his sins in the dark, 
yet was exposed by a providential 
concurrence of circumstances 
quite miraculous. Sometimes the 
murderer’s awful secret burned 
his soul with such an incessant, 
unmitigated, and unquenchable 
torment, that a confession was a 
relief—till he was driven to con- 


heart.” 


Jesus Wins Multitudes

should perish (II Pet. 3:9). Jesus 
mastered men because He was 
mastered by the will of God! 

Second, Jesus moved over pre- 
pared highways. His coming was 
announced by God, declared by 
angels, preached by prophets, re- 
vealed to men and climaxed by 
the ministry of John the Baptist. 
The Holy Spirit empowered every 
movement! (Gen. 3; Isa. 53; Matt. 
1 and 3; Luke 1 and 2). 

Many revivals never arrive be- 
cause little preparation is made. 
Many evangelists leave a meet- 
ing with a hurt heart because 
a picnic spirit rather than the 
‘Holy Spirit was brought into the 
meetings. A planter prepares the 
soil for the seed. A merchant pre- 
pares for a sale. A tourist plans 
for a trip. Any real student gets 
ready for a test. A team trains 
for a game. A bride prepares for 
her wedding. Proportionate prep- 
aration was made on earth to 
receive the King of kings—in 
the minds and hearts of men! 
Multitudes followed Him! Mass 
evangelism! 

Only silly, selfish, stubborn, 
shortsighted, sinful men fail in 
preparing ways over which He 
is to come into minds and hearts. 

Third, Jesus surprised men at 
the manner of His coming (Matt. 
1 and.2). Oh, the manner of His 
coming had been told (Isa. 9:6,7; 
Mic. 5:2). Men, then as now, were 
slow of mind and heart. They 
expected a king. They wanted a 
king. They yelled themselves 
hoarse as He lent Himself to 
the slightest suggestion of that 
thing (Matt. 21). He came asa 
tiny, helpless, wonderful Baby! 

In evangelism, about three- 
fourths of the church members 
desire, if they do not demand, 
that everything be according to 
rote. Well, if such “rote’ were 
about two thousand years of age 
—meaning New Testament— that 
would be fine. Much of it, how- 
ever, has been manufactured with- 
in the last hundred years or so. 
The “rote” leaves out ten-day 
prayer meetings, all-night prayer 
meetings, house-to-house visita- 
tion, the power of the Holy Spirit, 
time for real gospel preaching, 
etc. (Acts 1, 2,4,5,6,7,20). We do 
not know of anyone who has 
Heaven’s copyright on methods 
in presenting Heaven’s message. 
We do not know of anyone who 
has graduated in knowing all the 
best methods for presenting Heav- 
en’s message. The Bible is the 
best source! We do well to fol- 
low methods of Jesus in evan- 
gelism—mass and personal! 

Fourth, Jesus had the life of 
the Father, because He was the 
manifestation of the Father God. 
He was and remains God—the 
Second Person of the _ Trinity 
(John 1:14,18; 3:35; 5:26; 10:30; 
14:9). Here was God in the flesh 
dwelling with men. 

If we would have power with 
men, we must have the life of 
God (John. 3). We must know 
we have that lfe (I John 1-5). 
Others must know we have that 
life (Acts 4:13). We are then, 
and then only, ready to tell others 
of that life. We are then ready 
to lead others unto the One who 
gives that life (John 6:47; John 
10:28). 

Fifth, because Jesus was, He 
had the message to meet the need 
of men (Matt. 1:21; 4:16,17,23-25). 
He was no magician but greater. 
He was no entertainer but greater. 
He was no earth king but greater. 
He did not play around in‘a single 
room of life but pervaded the 
whole and conquered—the spiri- 
tual, the mental, the physical. 

The average church. is piddling 
at this Jesus’ business! The aver- 
age preacher is playing at soul 
winning! Read Matthew 4:12-25 
and see how Jesus sweeps the 


fession or suicide, and suicide was 
confession. 

If not in this life, every indi- 
vidual and especial sin will be 
made known in that great day. 
Hear the two passages of Scrip- 
ture of general application: 
“Judge nothing before the time, 
until the Lord come, who both 
will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the -counsels of the 
“God shall bring every

keyboard of man’s life. Read Acts 
1-7. See how early Christians vigor- 
ously went forth in presenting 
Jesus—note Acts 5:42. Do we have 
the (not a’) message? 

Sixth, the energy of Jesus is 
astounding. No king, He, on a 
throne waiting for people to come 
to Him. He was walking dusty 
roads. He went from city to city, 
countryside to countryside, home 
to home, person to person. Naz- 
areth, Jordan, Capernaum, Jeru- 
salem, Bethany and other places 
over Galilee, Judea, Samaria and 
beyond Jordan. Jesus rode only 
once so far as the record goes. 
Get a good map. Study the dis- 
tances He travelled to win and 
save people. 

Too many Christians draw a 
circle about themselves. They are 
the center of it. ‘That is their 
little world. Too many churches 
in the city are afraid to go be- 
yond a few blocks from the church 
house with the message of a 
Saviour to lost Hell-bound sin- 
ners. They poorly work those 
few blocks. Many a country church 
has drawn its robes about a small 
area and that is their field. God 
loved a world (John 3:16). Some- 
where we read in a mighty good 
Book from wonderful lips that 
“the field is the world” (Matt. 
13:38). Has one with authority 
changed it? 

Seventh, multitudes followed Je- 
sus because of the life He lived. 
“Which of you convinceth me of 
sin?” was His challenge (John 
8:46). Pilate could find no fault 
in Him (Luke 23:14, 22). Some 
lied about Him because they could 
find no unsavoury truth to spread 
on Him! They lied about Moody, 
Sunday, Truett and others! They 
lied about Jesus, They have lied 
about: John Rice. Brother, make 
them lie about you if they spread 
hurtful words against you. Sister, 
live so they must lie and lie if 
they say dark words against 
you. We hate a lie for several 
reasons: No. l1—lies hurt the 


-heart of Jesus. Lies. ‘drove nails 


through His hands and feet. Lies 
sought to stain His sinless life. 
May God never let anything 


rest lightly. upon: us when: that 
thing hurt Jesus: No. 2—lies 
hurt others. We have seen tears 
because of lies. We have seen dis- 
mantled faith because of lies. 
We have seen homes and churches 
broken because of lies. No. 3— 
all liars go to Hell (Rev. 21:8 
and 22:15). Does that mean 
that the pastor of a so-called 
First or Main street church may 
be excused in his lying? Does 
God give a deacon, or a W. M. U. 
worker a release to lie? If we 
win multitudes we must live like 
Jesus and for Jesus! 

Eighth, if everybody loves a 
lover, small wonder multitudes 
followed Jesus. Looking upon 
multitudes Jesus loved them 
(Matt. 9:35-38). Looking upon an 
individual Jesus loved the one 
(Mark 10:21). We must love 
people if we are to win them. God 
knows, we know, and they fre- 
quently know if we love them. 

Yes, multitudes followed Him! 
Let us not discount crowds. Let 
us not sin in running from mass 
evangelism. If we love one per- 
son, we should love one hundred 
people one hundred times as much! 

It is true that many forsook 
Him (John 6:1-71). They made 
food their god. They worshipped 
their stomachs. They wanted a 
Bread King. They demanded easy 
truth. Jesus demanded identity 
with, assimilation! His disciples 
forsook Him, and fled at His 
arrest (Mark 14:50). 

Such is not. the last word. Some 
stand by the cross (John 49:25, 
26). Read Acts 1-7 and you will 
find the multitudes again on His 
side. There are 11, then 120, then 
3,000, then:5,000, then multitudes 
and multitudes both of men and 
women. " 

Preachers, laymen, churches 
should today go after multitudes 
for Christ! 

At the same time let us note 
that Jesus was also at His best 
in working with the individual. 
Watch Him with Nicodemus, the 
woman at the well, the man at 
the pool, the woman in sin, the 
man born blind, and others (John 
3, 4, 5, & 3: 2). 

If we would be like Jesus we 
must also win them one by one! 

“He brought him to Jesus” 
(John 1:35-51).

have light in virtue of the emis- 
sion or projection of particles of 
matter from the sun, which was 
4ne old Newtonian or corpuscular 
theory, but through the instrum- 
entality of a medium thrown into 
undulations by the sun—by the 
vibrations of a medium, like sound 
is conveyed through the atmos- 
phere. This medium is supposed to 
be even more rare, subtle, and 
elastic than air, and is called 
ether. This theory has of late been 
the one generally received by 
scientific men. 

As distinguished from this un- 
dulatory theory, there is another 
which is commanding the atten- 
tion of men of science, namely: 
that “light is but a polar tension 
of ether, evoked by a central 
body in antagonism with the plan- 
ets.”” Upon the assumption of the 
truth of either of the last-men- 
tioned theories that there is a 
medium ‘or rare element existing 
coextensively with the universe, 
and that this medium is capable 
of conveying sound by vibration: 
if this be true, your words then 
may travel by vibrations through 
this medium throughout creation, 
and be now sounding along the 
halls and echoing amid the arches 
and columns of eternity, and 
sound there forever, God and an- 
gels intelligently hearing. There 
is a room in St. Paul’s Cathedral 
in London, so constructed that if 
you whisper upon one side of if, 
the whisper is heard distinctly at 
the other side. It is called the 
“Whispering Gallery.” Now, you 
are standing in a great whisper- 
ing gallery where every word and 
whisper are not only heard to 
Heaven, but probably on the other 
side of the universe, and the pecu- 
liar aerial and ethereal vibration 
both may preserve them forever.

promise is proven untrue if a 
single soul ever goes to Hell who 
has trusted in Christ and has 
been born again. 

“Neither shall any man pluck 
them out of my hand. My Father, 
which gave them me, is greater 
than all; and no man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s 
hand” (verses 28, 29). So said 
Jesus. 

First of all notice that the word 
man, in verse 28 and again in 
verse 29, is in italic letters. That 
means that it was not in the 
original manuscript at all. What 
Jesus really said was, “Neither 
shall any pluck them out of my 
hand.” And again, ‘None is able 
to pluck them out of my Father’s 
hand.” No man, nor devil, nor cir- 
cumstance, nor temptation, nor 
sin, nor failure—not even self can 
pluck one of Christ’s sheep out 
of His hand! And the Father holds 
the sheep in His hand, too, and 
none is able to pluck them out 
of the hand of the Father. Both 
Christ and the Father give their 
guarantee that not a single sheep 
will ever be taken from Their 
hands! 

Now if the Word of God is true, 


if Christ meant what He said, and 
if His words can be relied upon, 
then not a single*sheep of His 
will ever be taken out of His 
hands by the Devil or sin. 


Someone says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, maybe he can take himself 
out of the hands of Christ and 
God.” No; Jesus plainly said, 
“Neither shall any pluck them out 
of my hand.” You cannot even 
pluck yourself out of the hand of 
Christ. And who ever heard of 
anyone who wanted to? I have 
known Christians to fall into ter- 
rible sin as Peter did, as Lot did, 
as David did. But neither Peter 
nor David nor Lot, nor any weak 
and failing and sinning Christian 
I ever knew really wanted to be 
taken out of the hand of Christ 
and wanted His soul lost. That is 
a silly thought. 

So you see that if a saved per- 
son ever goes to Hell it proves 
the promises of Christ and God 
in the Bible do not mean what 
they say, or they are not true.

If that Scripture is true, if it 
means what it says, then no child 
of God can ever be lost. If that 
should happen it would prove that 
God’s promises are not to be 
trusted, that the Bible is a lie. 
But that, we know, is not true. 
God forbid! 

I could give page after page of 
such promises, guaranteeing to 
the believer everlasting life, say- 
ing that he is kept by the power 
of God, saying that God never 
repents of His gifts and calling, 


saying that He does not cast away | 


the people whom He has fore- | 
known, 


out one who comes to Him, say- 


those that He knew ahead of time 
would trust His Son, and that 
these He calls and justifies and 
glorifies, landing them safe in 
Heaven. But it is useless to mul- 
tiply such promises. You can safe- 
ly hang your soul on any single 
verse in the Bible that gives a 
promise of salvation! 

Do you see how absurd it is to 
think that a child of God can be 
lost, in view of the promises giv- 
en? If a saved person ever loses 
his salvation these promises are 
untrue. 


VII. If a Saved Person Can 
Ever Be Lost, Can Lose His 
Salvation After Great Bible 
Promises, Then Christianity 
Is No Better Than the False 
Religions of the World 

If salvation is by man’s works 
instead of God’s grace, then that 
is exactly what all the false reli- 


gions teach. 


If one is saved by living a good 
life, or partly saved by living a 
good life, instead of by the aton- 
ing blood of Jesus Christ, that 
is exactly what all the false reli- 
gions teach. 

Our Catholic friends teach that 
salvation is through the church, 
observing the rites and following 
the rules of the church, doing good 
deeds. Remember that Catholics 
believe in the death of Christ. 
They believe Jesus died, but they 
do not believe that His death set- 
tled salvation for believers. They 
put in works of righteousness for 
people to do in order to make 
sure of salvation. They believe 
that one who has been right with 
God may fall away and be lost. 
The modernists, wicked unbeliev- 
ers in Christ and the Bible, say 
that “Salvation is by character.” 
Other people say that salvation 
is by blood, but actually they 
mean that it is not good for ten 
minutes unless you earn it, un- 
less you live right, unless you 
hold out faithful. Actually they 
mean that a Christian is on pro- 
bation, and cannot be sure. that 
he is saved until he gets to Heav- 
en! What is the difference* be- 
tween that doctrine that a child 
of God can be saved today and 
lost tomorrow, and the essential 
doctrines of Catholics or modern- 
ists? 

All the lodges teach that if you 
live up to the rules of the lodge, 
subdue your passions, do good to 
your fellow man, you will be sav- 
ed, and that if you do not do these 
things you will be lost. The lodges 
believe there is a God, believe 


‘there is a Heaven, and believe 


you obtain it by faithfully doing 
good works. They do not believe, 
of course, that all of the sinner’s 
sins are laid on Jesus and paid 
for once and for all by His death, 
and that forgiveness is received 
by the sinner on simple heart-felt 
penitent faith in Christ.

Heathen 
religions, modernism, Catholics, 
Mormons, and so-called Christian 
Scientists know nothing of this 
Bible doctrine of justification. 

Heathen religions know noth- 
ing of the thought of a High 
Priest in Heaven who is ever there 
interceding for us, praying for His 
own, guaranteeing our safety 
and security. | 

These doctrines, I say, are un- 
known to heathen religions. But 
when you believe in salvation by 
human works, or on a Salvation 
that is even partly deserved by 
human merit, then you put Chris- 
tianity down on the same. low 
plane with al] the false religions. 

But how absurd, how impossi- 
ble to count Christianity like 
these heathen and false religions! 
If a saved person can be lost, 
then the salvation of a Christian 
is just like the salvation of a 
heathen —— depending upon his 
good works. We know that that 
cannot be true. 


VIII, If One Saved Soul Is 
Ever Lost, Then All Saved 
People Will Go to Hell Alike, 
Since All Are Sinners Alike 


To the human eye there seems 
to be a great difference in Chris- 
tian people. One seems to be 
most devout and _ spiritually- 
minded and pure in heart. An- 
other seems to be very worldly 
and careless and unworthy. I say 
it seems that there is a vast dif- 
ference. 


But actually there is no such 
difference as there seems to be. 
The trouble is that ‘man looketh 
on the outward appearance, but 
the Lord looketh on the heart” 
(I Sam. 16:7). There is a differ- 
ence in the outward appearance 
of Christians, but in the heart 
each one has the same two na- 
tures. The casual observer would 
think that Paul the apostle had 
no struggle over sin and tempta- 
tion like other Christians do, but 
the seventh chapter of Romans 
tells us, “When I would do good, 
evil is present with me,” and 
again, “So then with the mind I 
myself serve the law of God; hut 
with the flesh the law of sin” 
(verses 21 and 25). Paul would 
appear to be the best man in all 
the New Testament, excepting 
Jesus Christ, but he plainly says, 
by divine inspiration, ‘Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners OF WHOM I AM CHIEF” 
(I: Tim... 1:15). 


So then if Pau] was still the 
chief of sinners, then he would 
have been lost after salvation if 


fanybody was lost. 


Romans 3:22, 23 says, “For 
there is no difference: or all have 
sinned, and come short of the

glory of God.” In the heart, where 
God sees, all are sinners. In God’s 
sigint, no doubt, it is as great a 
sin not to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit, as it is to be drunk, since 
both sins are forbidden in the 
same verse, Ephesians 5:18. In 
God's sight, no doubt, prayerless- 
ness is as wicked as cursing and 
lying and denying Christ, or more 
wicked, for Peter’s prayerlessness 
led him into other outbroken sins. 
Jesus had warned him, “Watch 
and pray lest ye enter into temp- 
tation.” He did not pray, so curs- 
ed and lied and denied Christ. 


Every Christian in the world 
sins. That is why Jesus command- 
ed us to pray in that model pray- 
er, the Lord’s prayer, “And for- 
give us our sins” (Luke 11:4). 
Every Christian who has a right 
to pray and call God “Our Father 
which art in heaven” should daily 
confess ‘this sins, as Christ com- 
manded. First John 1:8 says, “If 
we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us.” If you say_you do 
not have any sin at this moment, 
you are only fooling yourself. So 
says the Word of God. 


“Whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin” (Rom. 14:23). Any lack of 
faith, any doubt and trembling, 
any indecision about what is the 
will of God when we act, is @ sin. 
Even to have less than the glory 
of God is sin (Rom. 3:23). Do you 
Say you never have any of these 
sins? Have you never failed to 
pray as you ought? Have you 
never lacked faith? Are you never 
critical? Have you never sinned 
since you were saved? 

But if a child of God, born 
again, falls away and becomes a 
lost sinner again when he Sins, 
then everybody in the world falls 
away, for all sin. And that would 
mean that none of us deserve Sal- 
vation and only those who died 
the very moment all sins were 
confessed and forgiven would be 
saved. Only one dying in the very 
second he came to Christ would 
be saved. And as far as that is 
concerned, it is doubtful if in the 
unconscious heart anyone isS.~per- 
fectly clear in God’s sight even 
then. So if a sin will lose a soul 
then all of us would be lost alike. 


Besides that, Christ has set out 
to save all those who trust Him. 
That is His plain promise. He has 
promised His sheep, ‘‘And they 
shall never perish.”’ He has prom- 
ised that none shall take one of 
His sheep out of His thand. If 
Satan can overcome Jesus Christ 
to get one Christian, he can over- 
come Christ to get the rest of us. 
If Christ fails to keep one of the 
believers who has trusted in Him 
for salvation, we have no assur- 
ance He can Keep the rest of us. 
If one soul can be lost, then 
everyone who ever came to Christ 
would be lost. 

It boils down to this. There 
cannot be any real salvation ex- 
cept on the basis of God’s wonder- 
ful grace in saving sinners who 
do not deserve it; saving us on 
the basis that our faith is counted 
for righteousness, the basis that 
all of our sins are laid on Christ 
and paid for and forgiven forever. 

If Christ does not keep those 
who are His own born-again ones, 
wholly by grace, when they do 
not deserve salvation; if He does 
not keep Christians who sin and 
fail, then He does not keep any- 
body. 


CONCLUSION: Will You 
Take The Bible or 
Human Wisdom? 

If you have very prayerfully 
read this article and the Scrip- 
tures contained in it, you must 
have been impressed with the 
many, many Bible “teachings that 
are clearly against the idea of a 
saved person losing his salvation. 

Now you can see why those 
who do not believe in the blessed 
eternal security of born-again 
Christians use human arguments 
instead of the Scriptures. With 


misuse a few Scriptures, inter- 
preting them contrary to the in- 
tended meaning of the Holy 
Spirit. In my fifteen-cent book, 
“Can a Saved Person Ever Be 


many of these Scriptures which 
some people think teach that a 


being misunderstood do they seem 
to teach so; I cannot go into them 
here. But usually people who 
speak or write on this subject use 

ry, very little Scripture. In- 

ead they use human argument. 

‘People who follow the doctrine 
of Arminius, that saved people are 
lost again when they sin, talk 
about the horrors of “Calvinism,” 
usually stressing predestination 
and inferring that all who believe 
in eternal salvation of believers 
are fatalists, extreme believers in 
predestination. 


They talk strongly avout “free 
will” and the power of choice, 
though the Bible has no discus- 
sion of this subject in the relation 
to the security of a believer at all. 

They say again and again that 
for the Christian, ‘Life is a pro- 
bation,” though such a term is 
not even mentioned in the Bible. 

They often say that no one can 
say he is already saved for sure, 
or that we won’t know until we 
get to Heaven. But the Bible re- 
peatedly teaches that one now, 
present tense, has eternal life or 
everlasting life when ‘the believes 
in Christ, that he shall not come 
into condemnation, that he is al- 
ready passed from death into life, 
that he. shall never perish, that 
he is now the child of God, that 


he has now received the atone- 
ment, and so forth. 


No matter how good _ these 
arguments sound, the simple truth 
is that they are used because men 
cannot prove by the Bible that 
a child of God can fall away and 
be forever lost. Hence they try 
to prove it by human reasoning. 
Which will you take, brother, 
sister—human reasoning or the 
Word of God? 


If you are willing to take the 
great doctrines taught in the 
Bible—salvation by the grace of 
God alone, not by works; the 
blood atonement and substitution- 
ary death of Christ; that ‘all who 
believe are justified from all 
things,” with his sins not imputed 
to him any longer but charged to 
Christ, and counted paid; that 
Christ is now our High Priest for- 
ever interceding for us, taking 
our part before God;-that a child 
of. God is already born of God, 
has God’s Spirit living in his body, 
has part of the nature of God 
within him, ts already a new 
creature with a new heart; and 
that God has promised again and 
again everlasting life to all of 
His children, and that He will 
never cast them out, that nothing 
can separate one of God’s chil- 
dren from God’s love and care, 
that no one can condemn him— 
if you will take th e doc- 
trines, then I promise you faith- 
fully that God will help you clear-

ly at work forming compounds 
its. anti-equilibrium state must 
necessarily work peculiarities in 
the nature of the compound, cor- 
responding to the nature of the 
disturbance. 

We discover that our fingers, 
hands, arms, limbs, and feet, can 
be put in motion in obedience to 
the will. Why? Distributed in the 
substance of nearly every tissue 
of the body, are almost number- 
less fine and filiform organs, pro- 
ceeding from the brain and spinal 
marrow, called nerves. These 
nerves are of the same substance 
as the encephalon or brain, and 
are excellent conductors of elec- 
tricity. The brain is a galvanic 
battery, and the mind is the elec- 
trician or galvanologist. The mind 
wills the movement of an arm, the 
brain is instantly charged with 
electricity, and the electric cur- 
vents flash along the nerves lead- 
ing from the brain to the muscles 
of the arm, the muscles under 
their influence immediately con- 
tract, the arm is moved, and the 
will is obeyed. Every volition and 
thought conceived in the mind 
implies the action of the brain. 
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Simultaneously with the action, in 
proportion with the intensity and 
character of the action, electrte 
currents flash upon the nervous 
System and change the electrical 
condition of the body. 


The change in the electrical 
condition of man’s body changes 
the electrical condition of other 
bodies, and then still others, af- 
fecting the electrical equilibrium 
of the universe, conveying in the 


peculiarity of the disturbance 
your thoughts and_ volitions 
throughout immensity. And as 


electricity is the formative power 
in compounding simples, and in 
the crystallization of substances, 
it inworks your very thoughts and 
volitions into the rocks of other 
worlds or pencils them with a 
diamond pen upon the symmetric 
angles and pellucid points of the 
crystals of all spheres, in and 
throughout the vast system of 
universal being. The omniscient 
God who can discover the position 
of every atom, and the reason of 
the position, need but glance upon 
the rocky records and crystal ar- 
chives of the universe to be ac- 
quainted with all our thoughts. 


Whether a man’s words, . acts, 
and thoughts are immortalized 
this way or not, the second pro- 
position laid down for elaboration 
and illustration is true: Sin will 
find the sinner out by the expo- 
sure of the especial principle and 
act of sin of which the sinner 
is guilty. There is a Great Day 
at the end of man’s probation as 
a race, in which every especial 
principle and act of sin will be 
made manifest. The fact of the 
manifestation is a truth of revel- 
ation; the manner we do not 
know. Every sin may leave its 
appropriate and peculiar bias up- 
on the sinner’s character, and it 
may be exposed in that day by the 
simple unmasking of his charac- 
ter. - 

Or, every sin, in virtue of man’s 
connection with the system of 
God as an integral part of the 
system, and aS Such entering 
into the unity of the system, 
may have its peculiar and ap- 
propriate bias upon the system 
in some way, and therefore mav 
be exposed in the day of judgment 
by an exhibition of that system, 
as truly as any wound in man’s 
body may be exposed years after- 
wards by the remaining cicatrix. 
Or, that God, who never forgets, 
may announce the sins of the sin- 


ner, one by one, in the hearing 
of an assembled universe, the sin- 
ner standing in the meanwhile 
and blushing with shame in the 
full view of every eye. Or, the sin- 
ner himself, whose own memory 
quickened by the circumstances 
of the judgement, and therefore 
retaining in wonderful vividness 
and truth every sin of which he is 
guilty, urged on by the blistering 
lash of a fired conscience, may 
confess them, every one, God and 
angels, demons and devils, saints 
and sinners, all hearing. 

And the righteous themselves 
may not escape such a publication. 
It may be necessary to magnify 


the grace of God in the salva-| 


tion of the righteous to show 
forth the worth of the Saviour 
received by some and rejected by 
others, to exhibit the effective- 
ness of the plan of salvation to

What an awful 
Significance is imparted to the 
text in the universality of its ap- 
plication: “Be sure your sin will 
find you out.”

Spirit- 
ual life is also a trinity in unity 
having a principle, an essence, and 
a development. Its principle is 
faith in God; its essence is love 
to God; its development is obe- 
dience to God. The trinity in unity 
in spiritual life corresponds with 


'man’s capacity for spiritual life. 


When man is spiritually alive, 
faith in God, the principle of 
spiritual life, is in his intellect; 
love to God, the essence of spirit- 
ual life, is in his sensibilities: obe- 
dience to God, the development 
of spiritual life, is in his conduct. 
Such a man is Said in scriptural 
language to have God’s image, 
and the term used by Paul as 
descriptive of God’s image, when 
examined scripturally and phil- 
ologically, correspond exactly with 
the elements of spiritual tife 
given at this hour with their re- 
spective agreement with the 
threefold. capacity of man for 
spiritual life. 

Now sin is also a trinity in uni- 
ty. It has a principle essence, and 
development. Its principle is un- 
belief, its essence is enmity to 
God, its development is disobedi- 
ence to God. Its trinal character 
is distinctly revealed in the sin 
of the woman in the beginning. 
When sin enters the soul its prin- 
ciple, unbelief, takes the place of 
faith in God, the principle of spir- 
itual life, in the intellect; its es- 
sence, enmity to God, takes the 
place of love to God, the essence 
of spiritual -life, in the sensi- 
bilities; and its development, dis- 
obedience to God, takes the place 
of obedience to God, the develop- 
ment of spiritual life, in the con- 
duct—and the man is dead. 

Sin, this Cerberus, this three- 
headed dog of Hell, has broken 
out of his Stygian kennel, and his 
infernal yelpings have driven in 
some instances everything in the 
shape of virtue to the dens of the 
mountains. But a_ plenipotent 
Evangel is on his track with burn- 
ing whip, and I humbly pray God 
that He may lash ‘him to the ends 
of the world, and there seizing 
him by his aceursed throat, lift 
him writhing into mid-air, and 
fling him with awful momentum 
into the nethermost Hell, to bay 
Eternal Darkness in Eternal 
Darkness’ own dread dungeons, 
and howl the everlasting bass in 
Hell’s uproar, while eternal ages 
travel on in their never-ending 
march. 

The principle, essence, and de- 
velopment of sin, as also the prin- 
ciple, essence, and development of 
spiritual life, are genera—yes, 
causative genera—under which all 
that enters into the composition 
of the sum total of moral char- 
acter group themselves. And what- 
ever is sin produces. spiritual 
death, and it does it simultane- 
ously with the appropriation of 
the sin in the sense of ownership 
upon the part of the creature, 
and by the creature’s incurrence of 
guilt. Death is the necessary 
penalty of sin, and is as insep- 
arably connected with it as effect 
is to cause. Indeed, death is but

the result of the philosophic ac- 
lion of sin upon the human char- 
acter necessitated from the very 
philosophy of sin’s constitution. 
Wherever you find a sinner, you 
find a dead soul. There is a dif- 
ference between life and existence, 
therefore there is a difference be- 
tween death and annihilation. The 
soul consciously exists, yet is dead. 
If whenever you find a sinner, 
vou find a dead soul, the converse 
is true; whenever you find a dead 
soul, you find a sinner. 

Spiritual death itself, indepen- 
dent of any symptomatic effects 
of sin upon ‘the character, presents 
an appropriate diagnosis by which 
it is cognizable. Is the sinner un- 
happy? This is an element in the 
diagnosis, by which we know the 
soul is dead; his sin has found 
him out in the infliction of its 
penalty. Is there a horrid vac- 
uum within? Is his constitution 
abnormal? Does his conscience 
lash him? Is he separated from 
God? Has he lost his subjective 
and objective harmony? Do pas- 
sions, abominations, and demons 
riot like vermin in the rotten- 
ness of his dead soul? His sin has 


found him out in the infliction of 


its penalty; and “the wages of 
sin. is death,” and when “sin is 
finished it bringeth forth death.” 

Sin is a serpent whose bite in- 
fuses a virus into the moral con- 
stitution which produces horrid 
death. You all remember the fabu- 
lous monster, the Hydra, which 
dwelt in the lake or marsh of Ler- 
na, in Peloponnesus, which had a 
multitude of heads, which spread 
error and destruction through 
the land. It was assaulted many 


.times, yet was not conquered, for 


as quickly as one head was sev- 
ered, another would immediately 
succeed it unless the wound was 
cauterized. Hercules finally kill- 
ed the monstrous serpent by ap- 
plying firebrands to the wounded 
mecks as he cut off the heads. 
sin is a serpent of more fearful 
power and .form; and though it 
may wear at times an epidermis 
of glittering beauty, it is a ser- 
pent stillk—a serpent of many a 
horrid fold and snaky coil. Its 
heads are multiplied so there is 
a crowned head with poisonous 
fangs, and flashing eyes, and fork- 
ed tongue, and deadly breath, for 
every land. Its huge form bathes 
in every sea, and its heads pro- 
trude on every shore. 

Often has he been attacked by 
Sainted philanthropists of earth, 
and as often have they failed, for 
when their glittering sabres des- 
cended and a head bit the dust— 


marvellous power of reprodution! 
—another, with twofold fury, 
reared its dreadful crest, and 
bid defiance to all human effort. 
Such a monster is at our very 
feet, his scaly trunk upreared, 
and his writhing necks and hiss- 
ing heads are oscillating and strik- 
ing all around us, and bleeding 
at every pore, the insinuating 
poison of death coursing every 
vein of the body and searing every 
fibre of the soul, we are dying, 
dying—and the host of the dead 
is a ghastly evidence of the truth: 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” 

Yet this monstrous beast is 
loved, fed, fostered, and. worship- 
ped throughout the world. Men 
are sinners; they sin willfully, they 
sin systematically, ‘they sin pro- 
fessionally, they sin individually, 
they sin-socially, they sin nation- 
ally; till every stream that flows 
is stained with human crimes, and 
every breeze that blows is cor- 
rupted with a moral miasma, and 
every arrow of light flung by the 
god of day from his golden quiver 
is blackened. Scarcely an ange] 
dare touch this cursed earth in 
his flight from sphere to sphere 
without pollution. 

The judgments of the Almighty 
from age to age, andthe machinery 
of the world’s civilization in full 
motion from Adam till now, have 
not abolished sin out of any one 
country upon the face of the earth. 
Prayers, sermons, books, institu- 
tions, laws, penalties, governments, 
all combined, have not blotted out 
one vice from sin’s black calendar. 
The life, miracles, sufferings, cru- 


cifixion, resurrection, ascension, 
the teachings of Christ; the ex- 
amples, works, importunities, 


deaths, and triumphs of His fol- 
lowers; the confessions and warn- 
ings of millions who ‘have died 
testifying to their everlasting con- 
demnation; the strivings of the 
Holy Spirit; the curses of the law; 
the promises of the gospel; the 
horrors of Hell, and the beauties 
of Heaven—all these have not 
driven sin out of one neighborhood 
in the world. 

Sin is an immense river run- 
ning through secret channels from 
‘Hell’s seething ocean, till it broke 
out upon this world in the Garden 
of Eden. There at the foot of the 
tree of knowledge of good and 
evil is its source—a noisy spring 
bubbling with the escape of bane- 
ful gases, in whose tenebrious 
depths a serpent lives. Ever en- 
larging, this river flows all round 
the world. Onward it sweeps. Upon 
its banks no flowers grow, no fo-

claiming to be Christians, main- 
taining attendance at the house 
of God. They had lost some of 
their joy, they had grieved God 
by their conduct, but they had 
mot given up hope. They had not 
quit. They still thought of them- 
selves as Christians and they 
tried to live for God, though im- 
perfectly. The obvious lesson is 
that a man who thas some way 
lost his Joy, a man who, though 
a Christian, has grieved God by 
some sin, will do much better if 
he knows that he is still God’s 
child and that God is ready to 
forgive him and cleanse him, and 
fhave him live for God, than if he 
thought he is now a lost sinner 
again; that his salvation did not 
do him much good anyway, and 
what is the use—he cannot hold 
out, aS So many thousands have 
said to me they could not. It is 
certainly more encouragement to 
a Christian to know that Christ 
is holding him, than to feel that 
he must get himself through by 
his own works. The Bible way is 
the best way. 


No wonder that D. L. Moody 
said he never knew a good soul- 
Winning Christian who wasn’t 
first absolutely sure of his own 
salvation. 

Will you again go over the 
eight absurdities mentioned in- 
this article? A careful examina- 
tion will prove that the doctrine 
of a Christian losing salvation 
after he is born again is inconsis- 
tent with all the great doctrines 
of the Bible. It is inconsistent 
with the doctrine of salvation by 


grace and not by works, the doc- 
trine of blood atonement and sub- 
Stitutionary death of Christ, the 
doctrine of justification, the doc- 
trine of Christ’s ‘high priesthood, 
the doctrine of the new birth. It 
is inconsistent with all Christ’s 
promises of everlasting life and 
that His own would never perish, 
that nothing should separate be- 
tween God’s love and His people. 
The doctrine that one can fall 
away and be lost after being born 
again by faith in the crucified 
Saviour puts Christianity down in 
the class with other religions, the 
heathen religions and false cults, 
which cannot save. And if Satan 
could take one poor sinner out of 
the hand of Christ then he would 
take us all! 

I am not encouraging Chris- 
tians to sin. The great love of a 
mother does not encourage her 
child to sin. Why should God’s 
love encourage God’s children to 
sin? God’s love is more unchang- 
ing than a mother’s love. A moth- 
er may punish her child and God 
punishes His child but He never 
breaks His promise and He never 
casts him out.
